Washington, Mar. 4.—In the pre­ 
sence of a great assemblage of dip­ 
lomats, statesmen, jurists and citi­ 
zens, Calvin Coolidge of Massachu­ 
setts today took the oath as Vice- 
President of the United States and 
presiding officer of the Senate. 
The ceremonies attendant on his 
induction into office have been fixed 
by long custom, and in some.respects 
rivalled in dignity and pomp the in­ 
auguration of 
President 
Harding, 
which followed. 
J ust before noon, Vice-President 
Marshall called on the Senate 
to 
prepare for the ceremonies. Senator.; 
thereupon grouped themselves on t*» 
left of the 
vice-president’s 
chair 
and in a few moments •members of 
the House, headed by Speaker Gil­ 
lette. arrived and took seats on Mar­ 
shall’s right. Gillette was escorted to 
a seat directly beside Marshall, and 
on his left. 


Then with great dignity the ser­ 
geant-at-arms 
announced the arri­ 
val of high army and navy officials, 
who paraded to places assigned to 
them. 
Following came members of 
the diplomatic corps, 
ambassadors 


and ministers, 
with their attaches, 
whose gold lace lent a touch of col 
or to the scene. Next arrived the 
Supreme Court, with Chief J ustice 
White 
leading, 
and the associate 
justices, in their stiff black robes. 
At this point the sergeaut-at-arms 
announced the arrival of President 
Wilson, and President-elect Harding 
who, amid great applause, were es­ 
corted 
by 
the joint congressional 
committee on arrangements to seats 
directly in front of 
Vice-President 
Marshall. 
Finally Coolidge was escorted 
to 
the chamber, and standing with up­ 
raised hand 
before Marshall, took 
the oath to uphold the Constitution. 
This done, the ceremony and the life 
of the 66th Congress caine to 
an 
end with the dropping of Marshall’s 
gavel. 
Marshall and the retiring 
Sena­ 
tors became private citizens with the 
sine die adjournment 
of the 
old 
Congress. 
Immediately after Coolidge’s 
in­ 
auguration was completed, a proces­ 
sion began from the chamber to the 
stand at the east front of the capi- 
tol where Harding was inaugurated.

For in the House the Republi­ 
cans are 300 strong, while the Dem­ 
ocrats have hut 132 seats. 
One is 
held by a Socialist, 
and 
two are 
vacant. 


In the Seuate, there are 59 Repub­ 
licans and only 37 Democrats. That 
body got into action today, though 
the House will not meet until 
the 
extra sessiou is called. The Senate 
was called into special session 
to 
confirm 
Harding’s 
appointees 
to 
Cabinet and other positions, and it 
is expected that its session will last 
a week or ten days at the longest. 


But though the Republicans 
are 
much stronger numerically than the 
Democrats, they are not so compact.

“ Five genera tions ago there was 
revealed to the people of this nation 
a new relationship between man anc 
man which they declared and 
pro 
claimed in the American constitu 
tion. Therein they recognized a leg 
i>latu)re empowered to express the 
will of the people in law, a judiciary 
required to determine and state such 
law, and an executive« charged with 
securing 
obedience to the law, a 
holding their office not by reason of 
some su]ierior for<*e but through the 
duly determined conscience of their 
countrymen. 


“ To the house close to the heart 
of the nation, renewing its 
whole 
membership by 
frequent 
elections, 
representing directly the people, re­ 
flecting their common cause has been 
granted a £n\l measure of the power 
of legislation and exclusive author­ 
ity to originate taxation. 
To the 
senate, renewing its memliership by 
degrees, 
representing 
in part the 
sovereign states, has been granted 
not only a full measure of the pow­ 
er of legislation but if possible far 
more important functions. To it is 
entrusted the duty 
of review 
and 
that of negotiation that there may 
be added ratification to appointment 
approval. But iis greatest function 
of all to little mentioned and too 
little understood whether exercised 
in legislating -qj^ reviewing 
is 
the 
preservation of liberty. Not merely 
the rights of the majority, they lit­ 
tle need protection, hut the rights 
of 
the 
minority 
from 
whatever 
source they may be assailed. 
The 
great object for us to seek here, for 
the constitution identified the vice- 
presidency 
witti the senate, is 
to 
continue to make this chamber as 
it was intended by, the fathers, the 
citadel of liberty.. 
“ An enormous power "is here con­ 
ferred, capable of much good or ill, 
open it may be to abuse but nesec- 
sarv wholly- and absolutely neces­ 
sary to seenre the required result. 
“ Whatever its faults, whatever its 
human imperfections, 
there 
is no 
legislative body in all history’ 
that 
has used its power with more wis­ 
dom and discretion more uniformly* 
for the execution of the public will 
or more in harmoiLV with the spirit 
of the authority of~the people which 
has created 
it than 
the 
I nited 
States senate. I take up the duties 
the people have assigned me under 
the constitution* which we can nei­ 
ther enlarge or diminish, of presid­ 
ing over this senate agreeably*to its 
rules and regulations, deeply 
con­ 
scious that it will cant in ue to func­ 
tion in harmony with its high tra­ 
ditions as a great deliberate body, 
without passion 
and without fear, 
unmoved by clamor, but most sen­ 
sitive to the right, the strong hold 
of 
government 
according to law, 
that the vision of past generations 
may lie more and more the reality of 
generations yet to come.”

his earning power du ring the

few y ears ru n into a half a million 
annu ally . He gav e u p this to help 
Presideu t Harding steer the Ship of 
State. 
Men close to Hu ghes say that his 
ambition is to retu rn to the Su p­ 
reme l)ench, from which party de­ 
mands dragged him in 
19 1G. 
There 
is ev en a su spicion that at the pro­ 
per time, Harding will allow Hu ghes 
to retire from the cabinet to resu me 
his place on the highest tribu nal of 
the nation, possibly as Chief Ju stice. 
Hu ghes wns born in Glens Falls, 
Warren cou nty , N. Y., April 11, 18 G2 
His father, Dav id Charles Hu ghes, a 
Baptist minister, 
was 
a nativ e of 
Wales, and his mother, Mary C. Con- 
nellv , a nativ e of Delaware cou nty , 
X. Y. 
Until he was ten y ears 
old 
the 
mother of Charles had fu ll charge of 
his edu cation, after which he 
ex ­ 
tended pu blic schools in Oswego, N. 
Y.; Newark , N. J.t and 
New 
York 
City . In his fou rteenth y ear he en­ 
tered Madison 
(now Colgate) Col­ 
lege, Hamilton, N. Y., bu t changed 
to Brown u niv ersity , Prov idence, R. 
I., two y ears later. At his gradu a­ 
tion from Bnw n in the class of 
18 8 1 
Hu ghes stood third in scholarship. 
After gradu ation Hu ghes 
tau ght 
mathematics and Greek in Delaware 
Academy , Delhi, N. Y., and stu died 
law in his spare time. 
He entered 
Colu mbia Law School‘in 
18 8 2 and 
was admitted to the bar two 
y ears 
later, bu t in 1S9 1, his health failing, 
he became professor of law at Cor­ 
nell. 
In 18 9 3 he resu med practice 
with his old law firm, Carter, Hu gh­ 
es & Crav ath. 
Hu ghes first attracted pu blic at- 
iention in 
19 05 by liis brilliant work 
as special cou nsel for the legislativ e 
commission probing 
the 
gas 
and 
electric 
companies 
in 
New York 
City . As a resu lt there was a pu blic 
demand for a general inv estigation 
of the Eq u itable Life Assu rance 
scandal. A probing committee, head­ 
ed by State 
Senator 
Armstrong, 
was named. Senator Armstrong im­ 
mediately called u pon Hu ghes. 
The 
startling disclosu res brou ght ou t by 
Hu ghes were chiefly responsible for 
his twice being elected gov ernor of 
New York State. 
Hu ghes was first mentioned as a 
j candidate for the presidency in 19 08 
In the same y ear he was renomin­ 
ated for gov ernor. In 19 08 Hu ghes 
stu mped the cou ntry for Taft and 
drew considerable attention and in­ 
flu ence in his fav or/ 
i 
| 
Taft appointed Hu ghes in 19 10 to 
fill a v acancy in the United States 
Su preme Cou rt. 
At the Repu blican 
national conv ention in 19 16 the dele­ 
gates nominated Hu ghes 
as 
their 
candidate for the presidency . 
Hu ghes was defeated by Woodrow 
Wilson, bu t for sev eral day s the re­ 
su lt hu ng in the balance. Immediate­ 
ly after this defeat 
for the presi­ 
dency . Hu ghes retu rned to the prac­ 
tice of law. When the United States 
entered the war against the central 
Eu ropean powers, he became activ e 
in v ariou s war 
work . 
Throu ghou t 
the conflict he was chairman of the 
District D raft Board of New York 
City . 
Hu ghes is a member of the Am 


eriean. Bar Association. He has been 
a tru stee of Brown Univ ei^ity , and a 
member of nu merou s clu bs, inclu ding 
the Union Leagu e 
and 
Univ ersity 
clu bs. 
Hu ghes married 
Miss Antoinette 
Carter on December 5 , 1888. 
Miss 
Carter was a dau ghter of the senior 
member of the law firm of Carter, 
Hu ghes & Dw’ight. They hav e three 
children.
